There is too great a yap in the 
development of Engilsh youth.

Our plan should be to get 
boys straight {rom school and 
give them some sort of job or 
trade that would leave their 
mornings free. Then thoy could 
train regularly with the older 
professionals. ‘ 


This every-day training and 
the tips they would pick up 
from the older players would do 
a lot to mould them. 

I believe in full-time training, 
and I would, as far as possible, 
cut out all this part-time stuff. 


The successful footballer trains 
every day to.n rigid plan 
it is the only way to - perfect 
fitness and skill ond Is the 
method I thave adopted through- 
out my football: life. 


Our youngsters should not be 
matched in serlous games against 
older cx-Leaguo players, but 
allowed to develop in graded 
leagues. -Floodlit football could 
be used for these graded 
evening ...league games and for 
the conching of the youngsters. 

There is another gap in the 
life of the young player—when 
he is drafted Into the Services. 
Pizyers frem League Clubs find 
themselves up against less skil- 
ful players on bad grounds. 
They lose thelr concert pitch 
and two years ore lost, Valuable 
years in thelr training and 
development. But we cannot do 
much about that.

But there is the other—the old 
dark world of primitive Africa, 
still in the background. 


This is a world of superstition 
and fear, of danger {rom wild 
- beasts, and the risk of starvation 
if the ancestral splrits are angry 
and do not send the rain. 

This world js hardly known 
to the white man, either here or 
overseas. Only occasionally re- 
ports of Incidents teach the 
local, newspapers. . ° .

Five elderly natives died os o 
result of taking the medicine, 
and Bwanali was sent to prison 
for four years, He , protested 
to the end that the men who 
had died had not been killed by 
him, but by God.
